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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This action is responsive to applicant's amendment and remarks received on 
7/6/2010. Claims 3-9, 13-17, 19-21 are currently pending. 

2. Claims 3-9, 13-17, 19-21 (to be re-numbered 1-15) are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 4, which was previously objected to as containing allowable subject 
matter, Applicant has rewritten the claim in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Claim 4 recites a method of 
establishing a data collection comprising the features of wherein "the illumination 
devices and the image capture devices are arranged substantially star-shaped, the 
illumination directions as viewed from one direction comprising in pairs an angle 
between 75 degrees and 145 degrees, preferably 120 degrees and as viewed from one 
direction the imaging directions comprising in pairs an angle between 75 degrees and 
145 degrees, preferably 120 degrees." The Examiner has not found any other prior art 
to anticipate or render obvious the quoted claim limitations when read in light of the 
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other claimed limitation. Accordingly, claim 4 is found to be allowable. Claims 3, 5-9, 
13, and 19 depend upon claim 4 and are thus similarly found to be allowable. Claims 
15 and 20, containing essentially all of the limitations as claim 4, are also found to be 
allowable, and likewise, dependent claims 14, 16, and 17 and claim 21, containing all 
of the features of claims 15 and 20, respectively, are also found to be allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
